My grandfather, Amaga witchell, was vorn in the 


State of Vormont, Nay 29th, i759, tis perents wore 


Seoteh=irish and came to this country, I think, in 1720. 


ft know but luttle dbout them, except that I heard grand} 


father say that his father lived to the age of 112 yoars. 


ie Pregquontly spoke of his father’s skill and 


endurance ae a frontiersman, but that he was too old to 


tako any part in the Revolutions 

Hy grandfather hed oix brothers, the nanos of 
whom I do not KNOW» Sone of the older onss wore in the 
British Arny and present at the tima of Braddock’s defcate 
Thet @1) entered tho Amoricean Army about tha. same tine, 
in 1778, Grandfather Being the younges> of the seven, 
entered the division under the Immediate command of Gene 
eral teghington, thoy in other divisions. iie naver saw 
or eeece of them after hia onlistmont. Ho beliiloved sono 
of thom passed threugh the war as Gusseentuiay as he did 


but was unable to get any traco of them efter the Vare 


After the close of the War, grandfather mado his 


‘home in Soholerie County, How York, where he married Mary 


¥roymeyor, fovember 26th, L787. She was of German psronte 
age and was born in thet county, November 28th, 1770. 


She diod at my Puther's house in Jennings Township, Scots 
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County, Indiana, Kovomber 10th, 1836. After hie marriages, 
grandfather movod to Charleston, Virginia, where he remaine 
ed until the yoar 1852, when ho reomoevod te Cincinnattl, 
removing thence to Scott County, indiana with my fathor, 
where ho continued to reside until his death which occurre 
od at ny father’s home January llth, 1851 end was consee 
quently 91 yourse rey months and twelve days of aECe 

He wes buried in Gld Frendship burying grounds, situated 
on the Old State Road about two milos below New Frankforte 
Hie funorel was the largost i haye aver seen, thoro boing 
five hundred horgamen in line besides ono sonpany of State 
Wilitie under tho sommand of Major Josoph Keepoens of ow 


Frankfort and a very large following of citizens on foot,

gn wagons and other vehicles. Hajor KReepons hed a groat

clockwork. 

“oejor Keepens wag a large, Fine looking man with 
the pride and loftty veering of the O14 bsuabern gentle-~ 
man now passing away, and I think now after seoing many 
great nilitery movements, that the funorai could not 
have been ontrusted to mora competent hands. 


iy grandfathor was betweon sixteen and seventeen 
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years of ago when he ontered tha army and though Sali in 
statura, he was of Blight bulld. The onlisting officor 
balieving him not yot aulficiontly duveloned to carry a 
‘gun, Oppointed him fifer, he boing a protty fair musicien 
for his age and tinea , 

At the tine I knew my peranudfashor, he wae a 
Large nan being abeut six Peet tall, broad-shouldored and 
woighing ons hundred and oighty or ninety pounds. He 
walked sreot with a military step and carriage. Uis Toate 
ures were large, ayes gray, hair dron gray, mouth larg 
and Oleanesut with kindly, firm lips. ie used neither 
tobacco cr whisky = was & neuber of the Methodist Church, 
&® Prea Mason, and an uncompromising Atolishoenist. 

Ne was always proud to tell of the grand deeds 
ond hovoisn of Washington. lo described Washington A a 
man of largo frane, very active and tho kindest man in the 
world, but of inflexible firmnoss » as belng ghick to dee 
cide, and prompt to act but never making a misteka, When 
sposking of his Genoral, his whole countenance seemed to 
light up ead giow with a patrioste fire that to my young 


mind was divines 
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tione Ho said the soldiers wore almost neked and most of 
them wore Barefoot and that 1b wag Goszy to track them by the 
blood from their feot on the frozen ground, but ho said 
tho suffering from the insufficient clothing and the lack 
of shoes wag nothing to thet due to the lack of food. ite 
said that he himeelf was three daya without a taste of 
fcod of any kind, dnd that during those nights of hunger 
and cold he frequantly dreamed of the fireside of hone 
and mother preparing geod things to eate He said of ali 
his sufforing, nothing compared toe those threes nights of 
oold and hungere During the darkest hours of that memorablo 
winter he said that Martha Bashington visited the oamp and 
passod through, lotning on tho arm of the Goneral,. We sho 
passed along, the half frogen and emaciated soldiers 
vould stagger to their feat and salute hor with all the 
enthusiasm and lofty besring of woll ed sea hecsy mone 
She would bow to the men, encouraging them with kind words 
and gmiling lips, when 1% was piain to be seen that 1% was 
only by the most puintul effort on her part to restrain 
the tears from gushing from hor oyete Her visit seened 
to make e@ deep impression on my Grandfather's mind and 
ae said on that of the entire army, The inoident was 
frequently spokon of by tho mon until the army was dis- 
bandeds., | 

Gne morning grandfather and gome of his comrades 


were out in the timber gathsoring wood when they eame upon” 
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Washington kneeling at the root of a tree engaged in prayer. 
He did not seem to see or know of the presence of the wood 
hunters who stopped, took off their old caps and stood 

with bowed heads until the general had risen and started 
back to camp. When relating this incident, my grandfather 
frequently said that after that morning he had no doubt as 
to the result of the war for Independence for he knew 


that Washington had appealed to the Infinite Father for 


assistance and he believed that no request of George 


Washington would be denied, 


Grandfather said that thore was one remarkable 
fact concerning the camp at Valley Forge and that was as to 
desartion. ue said that white some of the new recruits 
did Genert, that with the old soldiers who had been with 
Washington from the sturt, such a thing was never thought o 
of, or. at least never mentioned. It is hard for the present 
generation to understand the power of those underlying 
principles which held that little army togetner under aan 
distressing circumstances. 

While the ermy was dying of cold ae hunger at 
Vallov Forgas Congress appeared to be unable to agree upon 
a plan of relief until compelled to do so by Washington 
himsolf.— Thomas Paine at that time was Clerk of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. It was reported and believed 
by the arny that he had savod eut of his salary five hune 


dred dollars which he took to Benjamin Franklin and pro- 
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poscd to donute 4% to buy food and clothing for the sold« 
Zors, Franklin at ones apreed to donite a like Nope 
and tho two began igmodiately to solicit donntionse Lor 
that purpose and by night hed collected thirty eizht 
thousand dollars with which they proeured supplies and ime 
nediately started then to the armye 

One ineiddnt which oocursed during the winter the 
army was at Valley Forse, my grandfather alwaye delightod 
to relate, He said thet Washington was very solicitious 
about the health of hie army and wished to hava exerciss 
guffiolont te keep then in good physical condition, as 
well as to koop their minds ocoupled,. Rear the camp there 
Was 6 vary large rock or boulder on the top of a high 
mnountein and Washington proposed to the soldiers that they 
oii it from its raating place down the side of the 
mountains early all tho erny set to work for that purpose 
expecting to acoomplish the task in a fow days, Sut three 


weeks of the hardest kind of werk was required before tha 


boulder begen to move. They cut small treos for levers 


and hed to romeve ths broken stone. and earth from the 
lower part of the boulder before they could fairly begin 
the real task of moving it. very one now became intore 
ested and the exditament ran high and the officers wore as 
muoh interested as the men. The great bouldor finally bee 
gan to move and with a crash started down tas mountsin~ 


side mowing treos to the ground and crushing everything 
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that happened to be in its path of descent until it reached 
the valley below. It was a. clear, cold day and Washinge} 
ton end his officers were out to see the fun which they 
seemed to enjoy greatlye | 
if Valicy Forge should be made a National Park 
and a large boulder be found at the foot of either of the 
mountains Glose vy, he who looks upon it after reading this 


story will know how, why and when it gor there. 
THE BATTLE OF BRANDYWINE, 


Grandfather regarded the battle of Brandywine 
the hardest fought battle of the war. He said the day 
was intensely hot and both armies suffered greatly from 
the heat and thirst. The Americans were driving the Br 
British back at many points of the line and success 
seemed to be assured when it became known that ono of the 
divisions of the American Army was retreating, and soon 


order was changed into confusion and a decisive victory 


“was changod into a disastrous dofeat. He suid Washing- 


ton rode about Jixe an enraged lion trying to rally the 
men, but it was too late and he was compelled to ordor 

a vetrent ao? the ontire army. se said a mad scene followe 
eC this defeat. Different commands were thrown togethor 
in the greatest confusion, Some laughed, some prayed and 
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Confusion and dread of imponding doom apposred to pervade 
the entire army, tie said that he folt that the Americans 
had deen botrayod and that the seause of the Colonies was 
hopeless, ile said that it was believed by many of the 
conmon soldiers that man high in the confidence of the 
people were deslrous of the downfall of Washington and bee 
lieved that the Voae of the battle was. roughte asout for 
that purpose, and he believed that 12 he had not been in 


the infinite hands of destiny, their object would have 


been accomplishod. 
CROSSING THE DELAWARE 


My grandfather said the Crossing of the Del- 
aware HKiver on such boats as they could find and on rafts 
of logs by night was one of the moet daring and dangerous 
novemnonts porformed by Waghingtondusring tho ontire seven 
years of their struggle. Me said the river was full of 
floating loa, somo of which looked to him to be four fest. 
thick. The weathar wag bitter cold and the entire army 
suffered greatly from the exposure of that night. The 
Amoricans had been drivon toe the river by the Sritish who 
groatiy out numbored thom and could have capturod tho ene 
tire American army had they ande the attack that night. 
Washington saw that flight across the rivor was the only 


hope of escape. the Bratish vbeolisved tha Amorisans wore 
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‘ealely trapped end that they could postpone the attack 


until morning and than, as they oxpresaed it, "make a 
broakfast Spell of 2%," But at davn the next morning, 
Weshington ettacked the Uritish Army at Trenton and nost 
of them telng asleep and not apprehending any danger, the 


Amerioans gained & great victory, capturing 1000 or 1200 


of the hired Heasians and fusears of the Gritish Araye 


(Right here I may be pormitted to interject the probably 
true solution of the origin of tho word "Hoosier", as 
applied to oltisens of Indiana, ) 

Grandfather always neld that the term was ap- 
pliod to thom by Revolutionary Soldiers who cans to the 
then Territory a few yoars after the olose of the war on 
account of the appearance of the eettlers of the territory 
reminding them of the Hussars (which they pronounced 
Hushiens} of the British Armye The Kussians wore fur caps 
and loose blouse answering to the cooneskin caps and wamus 
worn by the Indlans. ence the resemblance. It was ape 
plied a6 a term of ridicules 

The prisoners were marched across the country 
and great nunbers of people came out te see what kind of 
animals thoy wore, They discoversd that they were ordine 
fry mon and had no further fear of them os the invincible 
warriors they had beon accustomed to regard thon. 

the arny then went into winter quarters art 


Merristown whero the suffering was almost as great as that 
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of Valley Forge. 


ORANDFATHEN WEARLY CAPTURED, 


dy grandfather said he was novor sick, wounded nor 
captured during the Ware ce cane near being captured howe 
ever at one time. fe was in s eaoueihe Garey thah Vashinge 
ton sont out to locate the iritiah Army and whan eight or 
ten miles from camp they ast a Eritish ssout much largo: 
than their own and the only safe course open to them was 
to got back with all possible speed. the British heaéd 
freshor and better horass and gained steadily on the Aner- 
Poets whon grandfather's horse broke down and was scarse- 
ly able to go outside of a walks. Ho beggod the others to 
loave him and save themsolves if possible as Lt was une 
noscessary for all to be captured on his account, but thoy 
refused to do go. They pushed om one or two hundred yards 
when they acne to the foot of @ large hill. ‘The others 
Gaw the sondition of his horso and realizing that if they 
olung to him they would all bo oaptured or killed, then 
only they roluoctantly lert him to his fate, He however 
urged his horse along as fast as possible and had got 
esbout half way up the hill with tho British close upon 
hin when he stw coming over the summit of the hill witha 
a whoop, & party of Knewises Cavalry which out numbered the

‘The feoling that “vashinge 
tou had for Andre under the distressing circumstances 
which Andre was placed can ba better understood when it 
is known that they were both Proemasons, and the ties that 
bound them together were as atrong as those of natural 
brothors.

This 
church was named “Old Salem", evidently in honor of the

Carolina. So, efter the Moore sons and daughters had grown 
to adulthood, and had families of their own, they, with 
several Christian relatives and neighbors, decided to sestabq 
lish a church of their own. At first their was consider- 
able indecision as to the faith which they would sponsor, 
for they had listened to so many. At last they decided 
that the Campbellite Branch of the Christian Haith best 
suited their noeds. They may have been influenced by 
Walter'Moore's brother-in-law, 4 xeverend Mavity, hs having 
been of that faith. 

Traditionally it seems thats the new church fea:

Thomas Moore, ITI, Ann'a son, was a shi 
tor and mariner and became very wealthy, Othor than the 
fact that he and Hartha were dismissed from the Salen Church 
when they prepared to leave Salem, as was she custom in 
order for them to take nemborship near their naw homs, 
and in another record where he swore that he was & neonbder 
of the Salem Church when he was making bond for another 
man, I find no other definite proof his religious or that 
he mixed in ohurch affairs, but; I do find much of anoth- 
or admirable abarastersatie, hia keen sense of dustice. Tt 
seens that he ap ever gponsoring the esuse ofthe down 
trodden and those who were unjustly treated, Hoe knew any- 

, 
one who showed any friendship for the Quakers, or aided then 
4n any was, was liable to the harsh treatment given to the 


Quakers, but that did not deter him. We was not a Quaker, 
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and may not have been in accordance with their faith, bus 
he knew they were unjustly treated. Then agein when Piracy 
on the high seas wag at ite helght, pivates stole a ship 
and its cargo belonring to the Duteh in New Amotordanm (Hew 
York)e He took a great risk in buying the ship back from 
the pirates for «4 large gum of ensh, then he returned it to 
ites rightful pundsen rie & vory smell consideration, a few 
yards of cleth and such trivial items, they were only a 
token, Hoe aid this tor two reasons, firet, the sense of 
Justices, and second, in doing this, he hoped to create a 
better feeling of friendship between the Dutch of New Anse 
terdan and Hartford, and the English of New Haven and Long 
Island.
